4 Firemen Injured 
FBI Investigates 
Philly Ship Blaze 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - The 
fire-blackened Polish freighter Po­ 
ls nica lay beached on a cross­ 
river mud flat today after her 
highly flammable cargo of naph­ 
thalene aimed a threat at the 
waterfront for six hours during a 
four-alarm blare Thursday, 
Flames erupted in the hold of 
the 6,000-ton vessel as she van 
being unloaded at a Delaware 
River pier. Her burlap bags of 


naphthalene—principal ingredient 
in mothballs—represented the first 
cargo shipped through this port 
from Russia under a new trade 
agreement with the Soviet Union. 


The blaze, which injured four 
firemen, routed longshoremen and 
most of the ship’s crew of 40 men 
and the wife of the steward. It 
sent flames leaping above the ves­ 
sel’s smokestacks and spewed

Troops, 
Armor 
Rumble 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) 
—British warships steamed 
for the Persian Gulf and 
Red Sea today amid reports 
of a weekend crisis over oil 
rich Kuwait. 
At least two British aircraft 
carriers, four frigates, landing 
craft and marines were reported 
heading for the area. They sailed 
as Iraq and Kuwaiti troops and 
armor rumbled up to the oppos­ 
ing sides of their common fron­ 
tier. 
The crisis, worst in the Middle 
East since U.S. Marines landed 
in Lebanon in 1958, began Sunday 
when Iraqi Premier Karim Kas- 
sem announced that newly-inde- 
pcndent Kuwait was part of Iraq. 
Kuwait, a Sheikhdom the size 
of New Jersey 
sits atop the 
largest lake of oil in the world. 
It supplies nearly half of Britain’s 
oil. 


In London, the British govern­ 
ment refused to reveal if Kuwait 
had asked military aid under the 
friendship agreement between the 
two countries. But it announced it 
had taken “normal precautionary 
measures’’ in face of a threat of 
Kuwait's annexation by a more 
powerful neighbor.’* 
Prime Minister Harold Macmil­ 
lan also called the British cabinet 
into session to consider the new 
Mideast crisis. 
The Foreign Office, however, 
refused to comment on press re­ 
ports quoting a U S. State Depart­ 
ment official in Washington that 
a weekend Iraqi attempt to seize 
Kuwait by force was possible. The 
U.S. official was said to have at­ 
tributed the report to diplomatic 
sources that could not be ignored.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy signed into law to­ 
day two bills which are keystones 
of his “new frontier” legislative 
program 
— Social Security and 
housing. 


The Social Security measure li­ 
beralizes benefits for 3.7 million 
Americans beginning in Septem­ 
ber and calls for heavier pay 
check tax deductions beginning 
next year. It also permits men 
to retire at 62 instead of 65 H 
they are willing to accept per­ 
manently reduced benefits. 


The $4.6 billion dollar housing 
bill 
was 
an 
across - the - 
board measure which contained 
funds for clearing slums, building 
playgrounds and making it easier 
for Americans to buy homes. 


It was one of the most liberal 
housing measures ever passed by 
Congress and included virtually 
all that Kennedy asked to fulfill 
a pledge to provide “decent hous­ 
ing for all our people.” 


The new law extends and ex­ 
pands the activities of the Fed­ 
eral Housing Agency, with the ac­ 
cent on programs to revitalize de. 
faying areas of the nation’s cities 
both large and small.' 


It authorizes construction of up 
to 100,000 new units of subsidized 
public 
housing, urban renewal 
grants, loans Tor college dormi­ 
tories, direct loan* for farm hous­ 
ing and funds for city transit and 
sewer improvements. 


Congress completed action on 
the compromise bill Wednesday. 
It passed over criticism by Re­ 
publicans and conservative Demo­ 
crats 
that 
it 
was 
an 
“ex­ 
travagant” measure and a step 
toward a “welfare state.'* 
The Social Security liberaliza­ 
tion bill encountered less congres­ 
sional opposition. 


To finance the program, the 
Social Security taxes on workers 
and employes would be hiked by 
up to $6 a year each starting Jan. 
I. Self-employed persons who pay 
a 50 per cent higher rate would 
pay up to $9 a year more in So­ 
cial Security taxes. 


By signing the bill today, Ken­ 
nedy insured that the new bene­ 
fits would be contained in checks 
going out for September. Had he 
waited until after Monday, the 
fatter checks would not have be­ 
gun 
until 
October. 
Congress 
completed action on the measure 
Thursday. 


Among those benefitting by the 
new program will be widows who 
will receive a IO per cent in­ 
crease in their payments. This is 
expected to help about 1.5 mil­ 
lion recipients. 


In addition, the present $33 a 
month minimum monthly benefit 
for workers who retire at 65 will 
be boosted to $40. About 2.2 mil­ 
lion 
Social 
Security 
recipients 
were expected to benefit.
